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The National Monument. This imposing monu¬ 
ment to the Emperor William I. (designed by R. Begas 
and erected in 1897) stands facing the west side of the 
Palace. A Colonnade encloses the monument on three 
sides ending in corner-pavilions bearing great bronze 
chariots : the equestrian statue of the Emperor is led by 
the Genius of Peace. 
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
